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GENERAL. For statistical purposes a "Factory" is defined as any factory, workshop 


or mill engaged in manufacturing, repairing or assembling, which employa four 
hands or more, or less than four where power-driven machinery is used. 


During 1958/59 there was a further increase in the number of establishments 
falling in this category. As the attached tables show, aggregates of the 
principal items of factory statistics for the period were in most cases higher 
than corresponding figures for the previous year, indicating a general increase 
in the level of manufacturing activity. The number of persons employed exceeded 
the former peak level of employment recorded in 1955/565 and the value of output 
and the net value of production were higher than in any previous year. However, 
variations in prices should be taken into account when comparing money values 
for different periods. 


In the ensuing notes on individual items in the latest statistics, 
corresponding figures for the previous year 1957/58 are shown in parenthesis. 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. These totalled 4,235 (4,168) an increase of 67. 


EMPLOYEES. The average number of persons employed over the whole year was 
94,165 (92,472) representing an increase of 1,693, well above the peak level of 
1955/56 when employment averaged 92,589. Of this year's increase 1,518 were 
males; they totalled in all 77,427 (75,909), while females increased by 175 to 
16,738 (16,563). 


The number actually employed at 30th June 1959 was 95,120 ~- 955 more than 
the weekly average for the whole year. 


SALARIES AND AGES. Th@ total amount paid for the year was £83,144,808 
(£79,844, 281) an increase of £3,300,527. Ilales received £74, 267,992 (£71,152,355) 
representing an average of £992 (£970) per employee. Female employees received 


$8,876,816 (£8,691,926) averaging £543 (£536) each. 


MATERIALS AND FUEL. The cost of materials used in factories was £188,357,710 


(£183,879,604), and the value of Fuel, Light, ‘ater etc. amounted to 


OUTPUT VALUE. The gross value of output was £342,757,350 (£332,098,361) an 
increase of £10,658,989. There were in all 140 classified industries and of 
these 89 showed increases in output value while decreases occurre@ in 51. 


Industries which recorded considerable increases were Motor Bodies, Plant 
and Machinery, Vireless, Shipbuilding, General Engineering and Motor Repairs. 


Substantial decreases in output occurred in Non Ferrous Metal Extra¢tting 
etc., ‘Joolscouring and Fellmongering, Jam, Fruit etc. Canning and Chemical 
Fertilizers. 


PRODUCTION VALUE. The value of output referred to above includes all costs 
including materials, fuel, etc. (When the output of all factories is aggregated, 
the value of materials will be counted more than once if they pass through more 
than one factory before reaching the finished stage. To this extent the value of 
output is not suitable for use as a measure of the value of factory production. 

A better measure of the value of work done in factories is obtained by deducting 
from output value the cost of raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, 
water, tools replaced, and repairs to plant. The net result thus obtained 
represents the value added in the process of manufacture, and this is known as 
Production Value. The total for 1958/59 was £139,809,762 (£133,285,136) an 
inerease of £6,524,626 or 4.89%. 


PREMISES AND PLANT, The value recorded for Land and Buildings was £66,278,385 
(61,083,799), whilst Plant and Machinery totalled £84,748,910 (£79,036,033). 
Estimated values for rented premises and plant have been included in these 
figures. 


COMPARISON ITH 1938/39. Compared with the pre-war year 1938/39 factories have 
increased from 2,067 to 4,235, employees from 43,371 to 94,165, value of output 
from £35,005,264 to £342,757,350, value of production from £13,678,930 to 
£139,809,762 and value of land, buildings, plant and machinery from £18,460 ,379 
to £151,027,295. 


Detailed statistics for the past 4 years, including value of output in 
principal industries, are shown in the next two tables. These are followed by 
a general summary for the years immediately before and after the war (1938/39 
and 1946/47) and for the latest 5 years.
